Dies at Providence Hospital in 


Washington, D. C. 
Funeral 


Arrangements Not Made. 


Washington, 
April 
29.—General 
Fitzhugh Lee of Virginia died at the 
Providence hospital in this city at 
11:20 o'clock last night, as the result 
of an attack of apoplexy and paralysis 
with which he was stricken early yes­ 
terday morning while traveling by rail 
from Boston to Washington. The end 
came quite suddenly and was without 
pain. 
The general was doing fairly 
well considering the severity of the 
attack 
until 
about 10 o’clock 
last 
night, when a change came for the 
worse. 
Before the clvl! war. at the begin­ 
ning of which he resigned his com­ 
mission in the United States army. 
General Lee saw considcrr.He frc~t,fs? 
duty in movements against the Indi­ 
ans. 
He was an expert cavalry offi 
eer, and on one occasion, June 16, 
1860, he was engaged in a hand-to- 
hand encounter with Comanche In­ 
dians near Camp Colorado, Tex. 
His 
services in the Confederate army as 
a major general are well known, and 
during the interval between this war 
and his active work in the Spanish- 
Amerlcaii war. General Lee filled a 
number of imi>ortant positions, includ­ 
ing the governorship of Virginia, the 
presidency of the Pittsburg & Virginia 
railroad, the collectorship of internal 
revenue for the Lynchburg district, 
and the consul generalship at Havana. 
Following 
his 
honorable 
discharge 
from 
the volunteer 
army. 
General 
liee was apiKilnted 
to the regular 
army with the rank ot brigadier gen­ 
eral, and with this rank he was re­ 
tired In M*»rch, 1901. 
Arrangem ents 
for 
the 
general’s 
funeral, together with the selection of 
the place for interment of the re­ 
mains, will not be made until after 
the arrival in Washington of Mrs. Lee, 
who is now on her way to Washington 
from Fort Oglethorpe. 
It is possible 
that the body may be laid to rest at 
the national cemetery at Arlington, 
although it is expected that General 
Lee’s friends may make an effort to 
have a site chosen somewhere else in 
Virginia, the state in which he lived 
so many years and with whose inter­ 
est he was so strongly identified. 
General Lee- was a nephew of the 
famous Confederate general, Robert 
E Lee. 
A widow and five children 
survive General Lee.

Inquiries from investigating farmers 
have revealed what seems to be a 
prohibition in the public offenses bill 
passed by the last legislature, of the 
dehorning of cattle. 
The section in 
question, No. 584 on page 728 of the 
printed acts, relates to cruelty to ani­ 
mals, and adds, after enumeration of 
certain acts that are to be classed as j 
cruel, a clause prohibiting any owner 1 
mutilating any animal or depriving 
it “ of any natural means of defense 
or protection. ” This clause, according 
to prominent attorneys of the city, 
conld refer only to the dehorning of 
cattle, and must have been pnt in the 
act for this particular purpose. 
It is 
contended by them that the horns are 
certainly a “ natural means of defense 
or protection. ” 
At the office of the 
Attorney-General it is admitted that 
such a construction might be pnt on 
the section. 
It is asserted that this 
provision w ill stir np more opposition 
trom the farmers than any other one 
section of the new 
laws 
recently 
passed.

W ashington. 
April 
29.—Secretary 
Taft, with the assent of the president, 
has ordered Herbert W. Bo*’en. min­ 
ister at Caracas, to report forthwith 
in W ashington to explain the charges 
against Assistant Secretary Loomis, 
which he has conveyed to Secretary 
Taft in a personal letter. 
This proceeding is to determine pre­ 
cisely the extent of Mr. Bowen’s re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
the 
circulation 
of 
these charges. 
The official mind here 
is made up so far as Mr. Loomis is 
concerned; it is absolutely convinced 
of his innocence of any wrongdoing 
while m inister to Venezuela and has 
reached 
this 
conviction 
after 
a 
thorough sifting of the allegations. 
That being the case, it ia felt here 
that M inister Bowen In order to es­ 
cape blame himself must show that he 
did one of two things, either by pri­ 
vate inquiry in Caracas he arrived 
at another conclusion as to the truth 
fulness of the charges or that he did 
what he could to denounce them and 
to discourage their circulation in Ven­ 
ezuela. 
Months ago Mr. Bowen reported to 
Secretary Hey that rumors affecting 
the integrity of his predecessor were 
in free circulation in Caracas and that 
to his own knowledge these rumors 
had been transm itted promptly by the 
foreign diplomatic representatives to 
the various European capitals.

The promise of the tobacco trust to 
sell cigarettes by mail to the consumer 
threatens the Indiana cigarette law. 
According 
to Assistant Attorney- 
General C. C. Hadley, the mail order 
house can mail cigarettes into Indi­ 
ana without fear and the statute pre­ 
venting the sale of cigarettes w ill be 
powerless to affect the company offer­ 
ing them for sale. 
The consumer, 
however, 
can 
be 
reached because the new law makes 
it illegal and fixes punishment upon 
the smoker for having cigarettes or 
material# to manufacture them in his 
possession. 
s 
If the law is enforced rigidly on tlie 
consumer, the coup of the cigarette 
trust, which is behind the business, 
will be without effect, but according 
to Mr. Hanly it w ill be harder to en­ 
force the law against the consumer 
than against tlie dealer. 
Mr. Hanly believes that the consum­ 
er is in danger because he savs that 
opjKments of cigarette smoking are 
heartily against their use ami would 
like to see the law enforced in its en 
tirety. 
Mr. Hanly believes that anti- 
cigarette people if they found it neces­ 
sary would make affidavits against the 
consumer who had^tbe cigarette in his 
possession and the authorities would 
be compelled to'arrest the person. 
But even at that it is obvious he 
says that with the mails of the United 
State# open to the cigarette smoker, 
it will be a harder matter to enforce 
tlie law than bail been expected.

New Code. 


Indianapolis, April 29 .—The acts of 
the recent general assem bly furnish a 
succession of surprise parties. 
An­ 
other “blue law ” enacted by It was 
discovered today by a prosecutor in 
the police court. 
U nder it the police 
ex pect to be m ore successful In en­ 
forcing 
the 
gam bling 
laws, 
as 
It 
m akes it im perative that visitors to 
gam bling houses shall tie im prisoned 
as well as fined, If caught. 
U nder the 
old law It was provided that the court 
m ight add im prisonm ent to the fine, 
but there is no alternative now but to 
send every person to prison who is 
caught in a gam bling house. 
The law 
m akes the sam e provision against per 
sons arrested for frequenting immoral 
resorts. 
The new cities and towns 
code also provides for a return to the 
“chain gang” m ethod of punishm ent 
for those who cannot pay their fines, 
but it is left optional with the court 
to say w hether or not the prisoner 
shall be compelled to work out his 
fine on the street. 
* 
No saloons will be located within 
two miles of the arm y post the gov­ 
ernm ent Is preparing to erect here at 
a cost of over $ 1,00 0,00 0, as a m ajority 
of the voters of Law rence tow nship in 
which it will be located today filed a 
rem onstrance against granting retail 
license to any applicant for two y ears. 
It is the first rem onstrance filed in 
Indiana under the Moore law enacted 
by the recent legislature, which pro­ 
vides that a rem onstrance may be 
against one or all applicants of a ward 
or township. 
The rem onstrance was 
prepared in accordance with the fol­ 
lowing form prescribed by the new 
law: 
“We, 
the 
undersigned 
legal 
voters in the tow nship of I^awrence, 
in the county and state aforesaid, do 
hereby respectfully represent th at we 
are opposed to the traffic in intox icat­ 
ing liquors, and we hereby object to 
the granting of a license to any per­ 
son for the sale of intox icating liquors 
in said tow nship.” 
The filing of the 
rem onstrance is hailed as a big victory 
by the anti-saloon forces, as they have 
been determ ined to prevent the sale 
of liquor near the arm y post. 
An at­ 
tem pt will be made Im m ediately to 
obtain sim ilar rem onstrances through 
out the entire state. 


State S tatistician Stubbs has com ­ 
piled a report showing the jail popu­ 
lation of Indiana in 19 04. 
Of the 
1,766 persons placed in jail In this 
county , 9 16 were negroes. 
In no other 
county , however, were there m ore ne­ 
groes arrested than whites. 
Vigo had 
the largest num ber of arrests, the to­ 
tal being 3.8 02. 
Marion county was 
second, 
Tippecanoe 
third, 
Madison 
fourth and Delaware fifth. 
In Allen 
county there were 9 15 Jail prisoners, 
none of whom were negroes. 
Union 
cotinty w sh the only one not to report 
a jail sentence of any kind. 
Brown 
county had ten, Pulaski eleven and 
Newton fourteen. 
The total num ber 
of Jail prisoners in the state last y ear 
was 29 ,9 19 , an increase of about 600 
over 19 03. 
Of the total num ber 10.3 
per cent were negroes, although the 
negroes com prise less than 3 per cent 
of the total population.

tim e since the strike of the A m eri­ 
can Railway Union in 18 9 4, the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United S tates has been 
made a party to the labor troubles in 
this city . 
The governm ent has been 
brought Into the team sters’ strike by 
the 
issuance 
of 
an 
Injunction 
by 
Judge C. C. K ohlsaat of the United 
S tates circuit court. 
The w rit was 
asked in behalf of the Em ploy ers’ 
Team ing association on the grounds 
th at the organization is incorporated 
under the laws of W est Virginia and 
is therefore under the protection of 
the federal court. 
The order com­ 
m ands 
that 
all 
defendants 
refrain 
from any interference with the busi­ 
ness of the Em ploy ers’ Team ing com­ 
pany . and com m ands the strik ers to 
refrain from picketing, m assing on the 
streets with intent to interfere with 
the w’agons of the com plainant and 
from interfering in any m anner with 
men in its employ . 
As soon as issued, 
copies of the injunction were printed 
on large cards and two of these were 
attached to every wagon of the Em ­ 
ploy ers’ 
Team ing 
com pany 
which 
went upon the streets. 
The injunc­ 
tion ex erted a pacify ing influence and 
there was less rioting in the streets. 
W hen news of the injunction reach­ 
ed President Shea of the T eam sters’ 
union, he issued the following order 
signed by the com m ittee of team ster’ 
business agents: 
"To all union team sters: 
Perm it 
no violation of the peace under any 
circum stances. 
Com petent 
drivers 
cannot 
be procured to handle the 
Yearns in Chicago and violence will 
not help us in this strike. 
Be loy al 
to y our union and obey its instruc­ 
tions.” 
The strike has spread steadily , most 
of the team sters going out, how’ever, 
being employ ed by sm all concerns. 
There are now about 3,500 team sters 
on strike and th eir action has largely 
deprived about 15,000 other men from 
work. 
It is im possible today to have a 
package delivered to any address out­ 
side of the down town business sec­ 
tion from any of the large dry goods 
stores. 
Custom ers were told that de­ 
livery of large parcels could not be 
made for a day or two at most and 
they are strongly urged to take small 
packages with them . 
President 
Shea of the team sters 
and President Do Id of the Chicago 
federation of labor made efforts to 
secure conferences with the four bro­ 
therhoods of railw ay employ es, but 
nothing has so far developed along 
this line. 
Tonight an appeal will be 
made to the m aterial trades council 
for aid to the team sters. These unions 
have a m em bership of 9 0,000 to 100,- 
000 men, and will be asked to go on 
strike In sy m pathy with the team sters 
if their work becomes involved in the 
slightest m anner with supplies or de­ 
liveries from any of the establish­ 
m ents where strikes have been called. 
Efforts will also he made. It is said, 
to get out the employ es of the Union 
Traction com pany , which controls all 
th e 's tre e t railw ay s on the north and 
west sides of the city . 
These men 
will be appealed to if any coal Is de­ 
livered to the traction com pany by 
coal com panies whose men are now 
on strike.
